Another fact which is added is that in most of the countries every. transmitter. of

WRIVH, call letters are XEWW, but you hear them announcing themselves. as XERH-or "La 
RH de México" or with their name "R; Difugoras Comercialses", so why the difference in 
call’ léttere? It is because they are mentioning the MW transmitter. sined this is a 
commercial station with their transmissions intended only to be beard by local or 
national audiences, not as external services as government stations in other countries 
do. This was a typieal case vead some time ago-in ee puleeenes and one whih gave 
trouble to some listeners.

by the call letters. Please bear this in mind, 


DCMINTCAN DIRECTOR GENERAL DE TELECOMUNICACTONES SPEAKS 
~By César Objfo- 


Some days ago the Director General de Telecomunicaciones was interviewed by 
newspapermen in order to obtain from him information about the department activities. 
Here are the most important declarations: 


The telecommunications law passed last year is Liable to be reformed in order 
to stop the granting of licences for stations in such a disorganized way as it is 
being done until now. He says that there are right now about 78 radio stations 
operating in the country and 22 more permissions have been granted for new ones. 28 
of these stations are in Santo Domingo, with the result that the ECB dial is too 
crowded in the city, although in the rest of the country it is not the same, this is 
exaggerated for our capital region as compared to. New York, where there are only 18, 
The two employees who went to Washington to study with the FCC were introduced. And 
he added that now the Dominican Republic can reject frequencies requested by other 
eountries which might interfere with our stations; according to the NARBA agreement, 
the Director General can also fine local stations. which interfere with stations in 
other NARBA countries. All station permits will be revised in case the telecommunicat- 
ions law is revised. He explained that this will be done im order to close down 
stations which are not operating according to the agreement or stations which are 
located in unsafe or inappropriate places for the. employees, then there will be only 
stations kept on the air which belong to persons with. the best conditions to operate 
them. The license for a new station in the country will be granted according to the 
growth of the town in which it will be placed and the number of inhabitants. Besides, 
the Director General intends ‘to stop the use that most station owners are giving to 
thé FM band, since they use it only as a studio-transmitter link and this is not the 


original purpose for which the frequency was granted. =<30-
